T he piers are 
a lte rn a tely 4 0 a n d 80 feet apart, which 
he cla ims, do es n ot 
prov ide 
am ple 
clea ra nce 
for the ice floes. 
T he piers 
under the G alena av en u e b ridge are 
Approximately 
1 25 feet a pa rt an d b e ­ 
n eath the old railroad b ridge the piers 
are set approxim ately 150 feet a part, 
b e says. 
Mr. Rodesch m ain tain s tha t 
prob ab ly not ev ery spring, b u t a t s e a ­ 
sons w hen the ice is heav y a n d sta rts 
out early, the piers of the new b ridge 
will serv e as a dam, holding b ack and 
gorging the ice.

While it Is true that some in­ 
dividual bacteria survive exposure to 
freezing, and even very low te m p e r­ 
a ture s such conditions are highly un- 
favnratale to bacteria in general, oven 
ol the sam e k ind especially if tit*- e x ­ 
posure he prolonged. 
Gut of a num b er of inbfvidual bac­ 
teria of any k ind subjected to freez­ 
ing, a large proportion usually pcilrh. 
especially if they continue to be ex- 
posed to the low tem p erature fur two 
or three week s, hut a small proportion 
survive. 
T here is a good rea ; )a to 
believe that the vlrullenee of the s ur ­ 
vivors Is weak ened by this exposure 
to low tem peratures. 
Ice for table use should alw ay s he 
handled in cleanly fa s htor.
